W hile skunks are not particularly 
numerous around La 
Crosse 
still 
these animals are not unknown and 
once in a while they become unfavor­ 
ably known by reason of some per­ 
son having come into too close con­ 
tact with their odoriferous qualities. 
According to an investigation recent­ 
ly concluded by the department of 
agriculture it has been found that 
the skunk, shunned and avoided as 
it is, is the greatest grasshopper ex­ 
terminator known. 
It takes rank 
ahead of the red-headed woodpecker, 
barnyard fowls and meadowlarks. In 
the past the skunk has been an ani­ 
mal regarded as worthy only of the 
price of its pelt or its fat. 
Now the 
biological survey insists that when a 
farmer’s field is overrun with grass- 
| hoppers, all that is necessary for the 
farmer to do is to gather together 
; a working force of skunks and turn 
them loose in the infected area.

Captain \V. A. 
Thom pson, in charge of the w a r d e ­ 
p a r tm e n t office for this section of th e 


Mississippi, was Mr. P e itib o n e ’s con­ 
fidante and advisor in the plan, his 
know ledge of t h e river and of e n ­ 
gineering of the sort necessary to 
the c nterprise, having m ade him a 
n atura l assistant. 
Mr. Pettibone had 
been inspired to the task d u rin g tho 
hours he used to spend in th e rear 
of the McDonald b ro th e r s boa? store 
enjoying the beauties of a Mississippi 
river sunsets. 
The greai problem of the Pettibone 
park is th e Mississippi overflow. 
To 
overcome this a sea wall high enough 
to head off all but very high water, 
has been built a b o u t the no rth ern 
portions, but as yet it does not e n ­ 
circle the park to p revent the flood­ 
ing of the grounds, by t h e back How*.

T he work and e x pe nditure m ade 
by the city itself for p ark s has done 
no more th a n lay the foundation for 
the p ark s to come. 
So gr^at has 
been th e need of o th e r things, such 
as the building of streets and schools, 
that com paratively little attention has 
been paid to the subject of beautify­ 
ing th e city. 
T he work 
in o th er 
lines, has so progressed th a t it now 
seems, possible for the people to tu rn 
their atention to the not less im p o rt­ 
ant project of m a k in g La Crosse a 
homo town, a place in which to live 
is a delight. 
Next to good streets 
and buildings and the o th e r things 
that go to m ak e a live commercial 
a n d industrial city, beauty is m ost im­ 
portant as an influence to invite o u t­ 
siders, to come here and invest, for 
men like to live where living is e n ­ 
joyable. 
J u s t what 
will 
im mediately be 
done in this direction is not certain. 
T here is a project of extending the 
Spence park along t h e le v e e . 
This 
should be done. 
T he governm ent has 
done its sh are toward 
giving 
L a 
Crosse an attra ctive harbor. 
A p a r k 
along Hie w ater front would be a 
splendid advertisem ent to the 
city, 
and it h a s additional a d v a n ta g es in 
view of ’he governm ent plans to stim ­ 
ulate river traffic by e n o rm o u s ex­ 


penditures in channel im provem net. 
Mr. Spence was unjustly criticized for 
his efforts to secure the estab lish m en t 
of the Spence park. 
T he fact th a t it 
is located n e a r his own property, and 
th at he as an a ld erm an w*as urging 
tho .ex[lenditu re of city m oney at a 
point wriiere he m ight himself derive 
en jo y m en t form it, probably explains 
the captitious critJcsm of his work. 
Now it is everyw here conceded th a t 
Mr, Spence’s plan was in the right 
direction, and that, it should be ex­ 
tended to cover all the " m a d e land" 
recently acquired by the city, the 
whole of which would m ak e a good 
sized 
park 
whose 
o rn a m e n tal ity 
would be displayed to splendid a d ­ 
vantage from the water. 
It is likely t h a t a N orth side park 
will be the first provison of th e city 
council. 
Recently the 
plan for a 
p a rk in that section was n arrow ly de­ 
feated in the c o u n c il , tho feeling th a t 
an unre asonable price was being a s k ­ 
ed for the site a c tu a tin g the negative 
votes. 
This did not m ean t h a t the 
m ajority of the council is aga inst a 
North side park. 
T he alderm en fa ­ 
vor one, and it will doubtless be soon 
provided. 
About a year ago Mr. H enry Salzer 
proposed to th e city t h a t he would 
donate to it a well proportioned strip 
of land along the causew ay at its ap- 
poach to North La Crosse, and th a t 
if the city would use it as a d u m p in g 
g round until it had l»een filled to a 
proper level, he would embellish it 


with trees and o th er natural o rn a ­ 
m en ts to m a k e it, a beautiful park. 
For some reason this generous offer 
was not accepted, b u t the revival of 
th e plan is being discussed. 
T he greatest park in La Crosse, it 
is predicted, will one day be located 
with G r a n d d a d ’s bluff as its center­ 
piece. 
This magnificent hill, afford­ 
ing from its s u m m it th e 
g ra n d est 
view on the en tire upper Mississippi 
river, is the n a tu ra l park site of the 
city. 
Plans have long been mooted 
for its purchase. 
It has been sub- 
gested th a t the crest of the hill be 
the main park, and th a t the bluff be 
■encircled with driveways. 
Below it 
I the links of the Schaghticoke Country 
club are the most beautiful in th e 
state. 
A com paratively smhli invest­ 
m ent would m a k e ‘‘G randdad p a r k ’* 
; a fam ous beauty spot in the n o r th ­ 
west. 
A nother plan 
of beautifying La 
Crosse th a t is k indred to p a r k -m a k ­ 
ing. is th e proposed paving of Losey 
boulevard, along whose course it is 
planned to cultivate tree s and foliage.. 
The estim ated cost is $20,000. 
It is 
probable th a t this will be done w ith ­ 
in a few' years, a com m ittee of thor 
Board of T ra d e having the m a tte r in 
hand. 
And so it is in its fu tu re possbili- 
ties th a t the beautifying of La Crosse' 
with p ark s i s t most interesting.

Later comets are well remem­ 
bered by La Erose people; but this 
greatest of all phenom ena within the 
m em ory of even the “oldest inhabi­ 
tant" is probably recalled by but 
few.

On the eve of Independence day, 
July 3, while the La Crosse boy was 
exploding fire crackers and preparing 
for the big celebration of th'* morrow, 
the magnffirant

Tho I toy forgot his explo­

ments wore set aside and the people 
thronged the streets, gazing skyward 
at the heavenly spectacle. 
Rumors 
of approaching war had by that time 
crystallised into a reality of the near 
future; and the comet and the im­ 
pending war were immediately linked 
into a common dark prophesy by the 
populace. 
The nucleus first 
appeared as a 
star of the first magnitude, but as the 
night advanced it increased in size 
and brilliancy, until it blazed like a 
full moon. 
The great 
tail 
of the 
coinit waved backwards and forwards 
over the little earth in a threatening 
manner, at times 
sending 
rays of 
light a cross the sky. 
The next nigh* 
the comet was aeain visible, and on 
the morning of the 5th the papers 
warned the people that the head of 
the comet was with in 12.000.000 
miles of the earth, and liable to knock 
it off the track. 
Night after night the comet linger­ 
ed in the sky, until on October IO its 
tail extended over a space of 50,000,- 
000 miles. 
At several points

ap pendage was not less than 10,000,- 
000 miles in width. 
Astronomers of the time at first 
supposed that the ‘‘w*ar comet" was 
tho famous comet of 1556, which had 
caused Emperor Charles V of France

Thatcher comet which at long inter­ 
vals comes back and takes a peep at 
the surface of the world, from a dis­ 
tance of I 2.000,000 miles before trav­ 
eling on its stupendous path through

beyond

measured by the powerful glases and 
the eyes of man. 
For it is a scion- 1 
tiflcally established 
fact 
that the 
comet travels in its own orbit through ! 
space; and that those once visible to 
the beholders on the earth will again, j 
wit hthe passage of years or perhaps I 
centuries revisit the same portion of 
Gcd's vast domains, and will again 
be seen by

mortals who 
have time to scan the starry depths.

the other children of the Czar gets 
$30,000 a year, 
In the time of Alexander I, much 
ecclesiastical 
property 
was 
seized 
and made Crown property, the in­ 
com e of which goes now to the Czar. 
it amounts to $10,000,000 a yea**. 
The Czar has still another source of 
income from the so-called Cihinet 
property, which includes a territo ry 
as laVge as the whole of France, most 
of it in Siberia, in which are gold, 
silver, platinum, 
copper 
and 
iron 
mines, and which produces a steady 
income of about SS.OOO,OOO a year. 
Besides this 
the 
Czar 
possesses a 
large amount of personal property 
accumulated by his ancestors.

Not so many years ago the north 
side received a great blow to her in­ 
dustries by the 
loss of her mills. 
One by one 
they 
gradually passed 
away or moved sbuth, the last land 
mark being razed to the ground, in 
sight of a large crowd, last summer 
by Otto Granke. 
W ith this industry gone the men in 
general relied upon the railroads for 
work and many were employed by 
the Milwaukee and Burlington roads, 
which have been steadily growing. 
Outside capitalists soon learned of 
the scarcity of work on the north 
side and a few factories located there. 
One of them is the Vote-Berger Tele­ 
phone 
and 
Switchboard 
company, 
which at present is sending out a 


large am ount of goods and employes 
over a hundred people. 
This factory 
[experienced a fire and for a tim e a 
number of men were again thrown 
p u t of work until the place had been 
rebuilt and now some of its articles 
: of m anufacture, telephones, switch- 
! boards, two ball adjusters, etc., are 
sent to all partes of the world. 
The La Crosse Rubber mills also 
| located on the north side, about this 
time and supplied work for a number 
J of people. 
At first this concern only 
put out 
waterproofed 
and rubber 
clothing, but recently made additions 
to the factory and are at present in 
• need of more help. 
From a great lum bering center, one 
of the greatest in the northw est; from 


a railroading city, which it stfll is, 
with the western extension of the Mil­ 
waukee road from these industries 
the north side is branching out into 
a third 
division— a 
m anufacturing 
center. 
The Summit stove foundry located 
here a short time ago. 
Eastern capi­ 
talists at once saw’ the great oppor­ 
tunities for a plant on 'this side, the 
labor which they could secure, and 
the excellent faciities for shipping in 
the northwest. 
The Woolen mills also moved from 
the town of Onalaska to the north 
side for 
several 
obvious 
reasons; 
more labor, better shipping facilities, 
etc. 
j 
Another industry, which bids fair 


to become prom inent on the this side 
is the Reliance Steam Boiler W orks 
at the corner o f Sumner and Gould 
streets. 
It has for a long term of 
years, worked in a small way in a 
plant which during the past year has 
been built into a large machine shop 
with all the latest equipments. 
Another factory which is doing a 
large am ount of 
shipping and has 
grown very much 
in the past few 
years is the 
Egan 
Potato Digging 
M anufacturing company at 173 2 Ber­ 
lin street. 
W ith but a few small ma­ 
chines to turn out the work Mr. Egan 
has now built a large stone factory 
and installed several up-to-date ma­ 
chines, w hich are turning out diggers 
and sprayers th at are gaining great 


popularity ail over the country. 
It has been said that he is the only 
man in the United States who turns 
out a complete outfit of potato im­ 
plements. 
Otto Granke, the Rose street meat 
m arket man, recently sold out to de­ 
vote all his tim e to the manufac­ 
ture of banana crates and lath. 
He 
has a crew of several men working In 
the large factory at the rear of his 
place which he erected especially for 
the business, and this busines prom­ 
ises to become of great im portance 
to the north side. 
A large num ber 
of the crates, which are Mr. G ranke’s 
exclusive patent, 
wrere shipped last 
summer. 
Another plant, which is still In the 


embryo, but will no doubt develop 
into one of the largest factories on 
"Hie north 
side, 
is 
the La Crosse 
Brush factory, recently established at 
618 MUI street 
by 
Sm erling Bros. 
They m anufacture every conceivable 
brush, from the finest cam el’s hair 
for the Jeweler’sbench, to the coars­ 
est of fibre brushes. 
They also make 
a large num ber of brushes for vari­ 
ous kinds of machines, and tu rn out 
a large num ber of wire brushes for 
the local 
breweries. 
They already 
say th at their present location Is too 
small and th at they will soon have 
to enlarge the plant In some way of 
move to larger quarters. 
The North Side Bottling W orks is 
a plant which has steadily grown, un­ 


til It Is now one of the finest soda 
w ater and distilling 
plants 
in the 
state. 
Mr. C. P. Thompson, man-, 
ager, has installed some new ma-1 
chines recently which cannot be ex-j 
celled In th at line. 
The place has 
recently been remodelled and is do­ 
ing a large business, shipping a large 
am ount of goods to the surrounding 
states. 
It Is evident the North La Crosse 
bids fair to become a place of great 
im portance as a m anufacturing cen­ 
ter.
